During the last ten years I have written 
for the paper under various heads. Here- 
after my letters will be under the above 
title. In them I will endeavor to keep 
the reader posted about our work in par- 
ticular and things in general. But this 
letter will be short, owing to my accident. 
While it has interfered but little with the 
work, it is inconvenient and will prevent 
my writing for several weeks to come. 
All letters will be answered in due time, 
and this one will assure you that the work 
is progressing. We have passed our third 
Sunday and have met with much to en- 
courage, The work will be hard and slow, 
but it will succeed. We are making new 
friends each Sunday. The services yes- 
terday were all interesting, and an im- 
provement over the previous Sunday. 
Our room is probably seventy feet long, 
seated with 150 chairs, which belong to 
us. We will have plenty of reserved seats 
for our Conference next year. We have 
a good basement, cement ftoor the length 
of the building, which we can use as oc- 
casion requires. In fact we are finely lo- 
cated for mission and church work. Only 
the means are needed for the physical 
part of the work. I would just say here 
in making any remittance, mark your let- 
ters Station D. This brings all mail mat- 
ter within a few blocks of the house. We 
have decided to give a Christmas dinner 
at the mission room. Any one desiring to 
donate anything for that purpose can do 
so, Wc desjre to make a feast for "the 


lame, the hatt, and the blind," and thus 
show in a practicat manner our faith in 
Christ who ca me to save the lost, and 
while doing so fed the hungry multitude. 
Our Mission Home is at 235 South Camp- 
bell Ave., znd Floor. Ring the top be l 
for McFaden. Brother Bowers from 
Philadelphia did so last night and got in, 
so can you night or day. Dr. Roop ltvts 
down stairs and will respond as quick as 
the preacher. 

Our assistant, Sister Gibbons is with us 
doing good work. Sister Clara Shroyer 
our Júnior instructor is also at work. We 
are expecting sister Lottie Lint in a few 
days. These sisters with myself ondiffer- 
ent streets scatter tracts and pamphlets, 
and extend invitations to visit the mis- 
sions, talking religion, pointing to Christ, 
and lifting the fallen wherever found. My 
wife and Sister Quockenbush look after 
affaírs peitaining to the home and tab'e. 

On Dec. 15, we will commence our 
meeting. Opening the . mission every 
night for religious service. Pray for our 
success. We will keep you posted. I ex- 
tend thanks for words and letters of sym- 
pathy concerning my accident. 

I was crowded on the track by two beer 
wagons and the gripman I think failed to 
see me. I was hit and dragged, badly 
bruised, and shoulder broken but have 
lost no time comparativelyspeaking. This 
is not the first time God has got the better 
of the devil in my case and the accident 
has resulted no doubt in good. At this 
writing I ara hard at work.
